Three Killed

HEN THE ST. .LAURENT 

Government went to the coun- 
try it left sixteen seats vacant in the 
Senaté. Nothing could demonstrate 
so clearly the Government's confi- 
dence in its own re-election. For if 
it had felt any doubt on that score 
it would have appointed sixteen of 
its friends to the haven of tired 
politicians. 

Now the rewards that could have 
gone to Liberals presumably will go 
without much delay to Conserva- 
tives. This will be a good thing for 
the Senate and the nation. 

At present the Senate includes 78 
Liberals and only five Conservatives. 
Twenty-two years of Liberal ‘rule 
have packed the Senate until it en- 
tirely misrepresents the political sen- 
timents of the nation. A Liberal 
Party defeated at the polls will re- 
tain for some time to come its un- 
disputed control of the upper house; 
just as the Conservative Party con- 
trolled it in Mr. Mackenzie King’s 
first Liberal administration 

After sixteen of its supporters 
have been appointed to the vacant 
seats the Conservative Party will 
have at least the chance to argue its 
position adequately in the Senate, 
though it can always be outvoted. 

Since they will form a minority, 
the quality of the new Conservative 
senators will be especially important. 
The nation must hope that quality 
will count more than party service 
in these appointments even if such a 
proper standard has seldom applied 
in the past. For example, it would 
be excellent for Senate and nation if 
Mr. George Drew entered the upper 
house, as Mr. Meighen did after re- 
tiring from party leadership 

The Conservative Party proposed 
at its last convention to reform the 
Senate but this is the customary 
gesture of opposition parties, re- 
peated at appropriate intervals since 
1921. Nothing ‘has been done about 
Senate reform and nothing is likely 
to be done by constitutional amend- 
ment. 


Unreformed 


Mr. King’s long- promised “re- 
form” consisted of appointing his 
friends as vacancies occurred. That, 
perhaps, is the most we can expect 
immediately from the Conservative 
Party, which certainly deserves ade- 
quate representation in the Senate. 


But this whdle situation serves | 


mainly to show that the Senate re- 
quires fundamental reform when it 


so obviously fails to represent the | 


will of the nation. 
An elected Senate is not desir- 
able, even if it were possible, for it 


would soon become the senior and | 
dominant house of legislation. We | 


would then face-a struggle between 


two houses like that constantly pre- | 


vailing in-the United States under its 


system of divided powers. Most | 


Canadians do not want that system 
here. 


It would be possible, however, to | 


arrange for the appointment of sena- 
tors on some basis other than that 
of political reward. It is indeed pre- 
posterous that one man, the prime 
minister of the moment (often with- 
out consulting his colleagues) should 
have the exclusive right to choose 


the members of a body which can | 
veto all the decisions of the elected | 


House of Commons. 

A Senate so appointed seldom 
dares to question the policy of the 
existing Government to which it 
owes its existence. Despite a few 
good appointments made by Mr. St 
Laurent in recent years, the Senate 
has almost entirely lost the respect 
of the people 

Is it conceivable that at the be- 
ginning of a new and very fluid chap- 
ter in our politics something may be 
done at last to put the Senate on a 
new footing of public respect and 
real usefulness? The Liberal Party 
has defaulted on this old problem 
We hope Mr. Diefenbaker will have 
something more constructive to sug- 
gest than the reward of sixteen tired 
Conservatives. 


The Open Mouths 


IKE STATE SECRETARY DUL- 
les, U.S. Senator Knowland 
seems prone to perpetration of those 
verbal blunders that cause embar- 
rassment and strain both at home 
and abroad 

The California Republican has 
proposed, apparently in all serious- 
ness, that the United States trade 
the neutralization of Norway in re- 
turn for a Soviet withdrawal from 
Hungary. This deal would remove 
the northern NATO member from 
that alliance and ban its armaments 
from the Soviet flank. 

As a theoretical balance to the 
delivery of Hungary from Russian 
occupation it might carry some sort 
of logic. But as a practical proposal 
it ranks with the often-quoted U.S. 
proposal to take over Canada in re- 
turn for liquidation of Britain’s war 
debts to the United States. 

Norway, as a sovereign nation, 
could in no conceivable way be 
traded off like a colony or chattel. 
It is an equal partner in NATO—

The high task, which Lady Jackson 
had in mind, would be one like the 
Marshall Plan 10 years ago, in which a 
free coalition of nations would unite “in 
time of peace to achieve some great and 
constructive aim.” 

Reading her -sensitive- and eloquent 
words, I find myself wondering what 
has happened in these 10 years, why 
it is that Western nations are no longer 
united in some great, overriding, com 
mon enterprise. 


Changed Conditions 


Have the people and their leaders de 
teriorated, and are they less high-minded 
and farseeing and bold than they were 
when they came together in the Marshall 
Plan? Or have conditions changed, and 
are the Western nations confronted with 
problems which are very different in 
deed from.those which they dealt with 
ten years ago? 

The Marshall Plan was addressed to 
the recovery of Western Europe from the 
damage and the dislocation of the war 
All the nations participating in it, in 
cluding the United States which financed 
the dollar requirements, were jointly 
and severally, as a community and as 
separate nations, vitally interested in 
making the plan a success. 

In Europe, the failure of the plan 
would have meant great misery, and in 
more than one nation social upheaval 
and perhaps civil war. 


For the United States, the failure of y 


the plan might well have meant the loss 


| of its best friends and allies, and a dan- 


gerous isolation in an unfriendly world. 

The Atlantic nations were, as Lady 
Jackson put it, working with America 
to achieve a large purpose. But that 
large’ purpose was the ‘rescue and the 
salvation of the Atlantic natioéns them- 
selves, and their vital interests were di- 
rectly engaged. 

What, we must ask ourselves, is the 
large purpose today which might unite 
them once more in “some great and 
constructive aim?” 


Britain and Canada) are minute in com- 
parison to their similarities. 

Both are based upon wage-labor and~ 
capital. A labor-type government can 
only legislate in-'the interest of capital, 
whether the economy’ at the time is 
“weak” or strong; 

The people who have voted them into 
power have never done so with the idea 
of ending this social system and replac- 
ing it with one that places the needs of 
humanity first. ‘Their only hope was that 
the Labor government could operate the 
profit system in the interests of the 
people. Of course this didn’t happen. 

Doesn't Mr. Broome realize that gov- 
ernments have always needed a mandate 
to effect most legislation, whether the 
suport is intelligent or otherwise? Even 
dictatorships need the support of a 
goodly proportion of the populace, in 
order to continue in power, 

From 1945 till 1951 the Labor govern- 
ment urged the workers to cease pressing 
for higher wages and to work harder so 
that more export markets could be cap- 
tured. In 1949 the pound was devalued 
for the same purpose, but the cost of liv+ 
ing went up. In 1951, when popular sup- 
port shifted to the Conservatives, and 
Labor was dethroned, the Cost of Living 
Index stood at 129, seven points higher 
than: the wage index 

The government was Labor, yes, but 
a labor of love, for capitalism as usual.

For myself, al] these proposals seem 
to be excellent. But I cannot believe 
that lower tariffs or the financing of 
India or West- Africa can generate in 
the Western World anything like the 
sense of high common enterprise which 
existed in the great days of the Marshall 
Plan 


Vital Necessity 


Can anything develop it today? Or 
is the Western world spellbound by the 
great boom that now prevails almost 
everywhere? 

Ten years ago it was a vital neces- 
sity that Western Europe should recover, 
and it was that necessity which inspired 
and animated the common enterprise of 
the Marshall Plan. Is there today any 
similar necessity, one which is central, 
which engages all the Atlantic nations 
jointly and severally, which catches the 
vital interests of the masses of the 
people? 

I think there is, It grows out of the 
race of armaments which is fast becom- 
ing a critical problem not only in in- 
ternational affairs but in the internal 
affairs of all the military powers 

The great dispute over our own bud- 
get is really about the effects on our 
civilian life of the enormous and the 
mounting costs of armaments. In all 
Western countries public life is domi- 
nated by the same issue of military 
versus private and public civilian spend- 
ing. 


Central Task 


We need have no illusions about the 
difficulty of coming to an agreement 
among ourselves and with Russia which 
would limit and stabilize the competition 
in armaments. But this is the central 
and overriding task today as was the 
recovery of Western Europe ten years 
ago. 

The task is certainly not to disarm 
while the world is so divided. Perhaps 
it is not even to reduce substantially the 
present scale of armaments. The task 
is to bring the competition itself under 
international control before it becomes 
intolerably costly, and before the ten- 
sions of the nuclear testing and of the 
threat of nuclear war brings us to some 
breaking point

Our most important marine 
species is the gribble which eats 
wood. The animal itself is insig- 
nificant scarcely reaching an 
eighth of an inch in length but the 
damage it does is very evident. 
The hour-glass shape of unpro- 

ted piles is the work of this 
industrious creature as is also the 

pin rm" holes in wooden ships 
at the waterline In fact the 
gribble plus the shipworm or 
teredo do thousands of dollars 
worth of damage to wooden struc- 


tures each year and many thou- 


sands of 


dollars are also spent in 
preventing these creatures from 
getting the first foothold 

A few other marine relatives 
have taken up the “soft life’ by 
becoming parasitic in habit, some 
on barnacles and some on crabs 
and shrimps. 

Apart from the destructive 
gribble the isopods as a group are 
of no consequence to man. The 
marine and fresh-water species are 
food items for fishes and the ter- 
restrial forms suggest one route 
by which arthropods left the sea, 
but these particular members have 
apparently reached a dead-end and 
can go no farther. 


U.K. Scientists 
Seek to Develop 
3 in 1 Vaccine 


LONDON (Reuters) The 
ministry of health said today a 
three-in-one vaccine to immun- 
ize against diphtheria, whoop- 
ing cough and polio is being 
sought in British laboratories, 

In charge of research work 
is polio vaccine expert Dr. Wil- 
liam Wood. Commenting on a 
newspaper report that the vac- 
cine also would immunize 
against loek jaw, the ministry 
said that as yet no such vaccine 
has been developed. 

There now is a three-in-one 
vaccine, but it is for diphtheria, 
whooping cough and tetanus. 


The statement follows an an- 
nouncement from Edmonton 
Wednesday that Canadian scien. 
tists had developed and were 
testing a quadruple vaccine.

Writing Expert Would Aid Syme

A Victoria handwriting ex- 
pert. is anxious... to..._help 
Thomas: Sidney Syme, a con- 
victed murderer, to occupy his 
mind while he is serving a life 
sentence in the B.C. peniten- 
tiary : 

Henry W. Hamlett, 1145 
View Street, telephoned me 
after reading of the sentence 
and said: 

“I believe Mr. Syme would 
derive great benefit for him- 
self and his fellow prisoners 
by studying the science of 
what we call grapho analysis. 

“I would like to give him 
some books on the subject.” 

Syme was sentenced to be 
hanged June 25 for the mur- 
der of his friend, Paul Rich- 
ard Powling, after finding his 
wife, Ramona, in his arms in 
a private room at Duncan 
early New Year's Day. 

The death penalty was com- 
muted to life imprisonment 
after The Times conducted an 
editorial campaign against the 
execution of Syme and ad- 
dressed an appeal -to the fed- 
eral cabinet in Ottawa 

“Mr. Syme was obviously 
in a highly emotional state 
when he shot his friend,” 
Mr. Hamlett, the handwriting 
expert, said. 

“If I saw his handwriting 
I would know the extent to 
which he is governed by his 
emotions. Through & study 
of my own writing I found I 
was too emotional and too

prejudiced — not 
enough. 

“Emotionalism, you know, 
is the key to so many things. 
Most strikes are caused by 
emotionalism, not by” logical 
thinking.” 

Mr. Hamlett said he. tpok 
up the study of grapho 
analysis 20 years ago when he 
was struggling against a 
crippling disease (and he is 
still partially crippled). 

“It kept my mind occupied 
and brought me into contact 
with others when the easiest 
thing for me to do would

have been to feel sorry for 
myself.

others. I only wish the edu- 
cational authorities would 
recognize the value of hand- 
writing, analysis in determin- 
ing children’s abilities and the 
kind of studie ey should 
follow.” 

Mr. Hamlett says criminal 
investigators have. consulted 
him in cases of suspected 
forgery and in every case his 
experience of grapho analy- 
sis has enabled him to detect 
crime. 

“Forgers always give them- 
selves away,” he declares. 
“They make what seems a 
perfect copy but their uncon- 
scious mind leads them 
astray. There is always some 
little tell-tale quirk in the 
forgery that the experienced 
grapho analyst can detect. 

“Handwriting is the only 
certain record of personality, 
It is much more revealing 
than the human voice because 
the subject is unconscious of 
the traits his writing reveals.” 

Mr. Hamlett believes he 
can tell from two samples of 
handwriting whether or not 
a man and woman would, be 
compatible in marriage. He 
claims that even a child's 
scribble reveals his person- 
ality trends. 

We chatted over coffee in 
& downtown hotel cafe, and 


helped 


as Mr. Hamlett glanced at 
the check, he whispered te 
me: 

“You see this girl’s scrawl. 
She will never stay in a job 
long unless she has to. She 
loves change and excitement. 
She would not be happy as 
a housewife unless her hus 
band could afford to take her 
out every other night.” 


Mr. Hamlett is a man with 
a mission. He makes no 
money by grapho analysis 
but feels it his duty to tell 
all he knows about it. 

For a living he is de 
spatcher for a well-known 
Victoria firm—and always at 
night 

“I like to study in the day- 
time,” he says.
